ciatio n will arange fo r a mo wer and 
a team to mo w the tall grass. 
This 
will lessen the wo rk co nsiderably be­ 
cau se all o f the grass in the p ark 
is so tall that it was necessary to 
cu t it do wn first with a scy the, then 
a grass sickle and 
finally a lawn- 
mo wer. 
The grass mo wing p arty is an o p en 
ev ent. Any o ne in Ru shv ille—o r o u t­ 
side o f Ru shv ille fo r that matter if 
they hav e su fficient interest in the 
p ark, may co mp ete. 
It is p ro bably 
best to make it o p en to the wo rld. It 
is ex p ected that a lo t mo re grass will 
be cu t this time than there was at 
the initial co ntest, becau se the su c­ 
cess o f the first o ne assu res a larger 
cro wd at the o ne nex t week. 
When the asso ciatio n anno u nced 
the gathering at the city p ark abo u t 
two weeks ago , there was a little su r­ 
p rise ex p ressed at first that su ch a 
thing sho u ld be attemp ted becau se it 
was so u niq q u e. 
When it was fo u nd 
that the p eo p le 
behind it 
were in 
earnest, many p eo p le began to co n­ 
sider it serio u sly and the resu lt was 
that abo u t two hu ndred p eo p le tu rned 
o u t. 
There were many p eo p le who stay ­ 
ed away becau se they did no t care 
to p articip ate in 
so mething 
that 
wo u ld be su ch a dismal failu re. 
Ru t 
they hav e since learned that it was 
no t q u ite as dismal as they figu red 
it wo u ld be and many o f this class 
are p lanning to p ack their baskets 
with go o d things to eat nex t Wed­ 
nesday ev ening and jo u rney u p to 
the city p ark. 
As was do ne last week 
the as­ 
so ciatio n will fu rnish so me o f that 
go o d co ffee, rich cream and sweet 
:su gar and the wo men o f the p arty 
will hav e to do the rest. 
They did it 
immensely well last time becau se a 
majo rity o f the baskets were carried 
ho me after su p p er with almo st as 
mu ch as they held befo re su p p er. 
The asso ciatio n 
decided o n this 
p lan to get the grass cu t and also 
to stimu late the interest in the p ark 
when the city co u ncil sho wed so me 
interest in the p ark by o rdering the 
« to ne p ile remo v ed fro m the so u th­ 
west co rner and the stream bed that 
ru ns thro u gh the p ark cleaned o u t. 
At the clo se o f the first grass cu t­ 
ting it was su ggested that a similar 
ev ent be held in two weeks with the 
same p u rp o se in v iew. 
The su gges­ 
tio n was q u ickly 
taken 
u p and a 
^u nanimo u s sentiment in fav o r o f 
a 
rep etitio n o f the gathering was ex ­ 
p ressed. 
Since that 
time the city 
co u ncil has v o ted to emp lo y a land­ 
scap e gardener with a v iew to im­ 
p ro v ing the city p ark. 
The enthu si­

been stimu lated by the cro wd at the 
pa rk.

witnesses were ex amined this mo rning 
tending to sho w that o ther no tes be- 
>ides this had sho wn u p , with his 
name attached, and that o n so me o f’ 
them he no tified the banks to refu se 
p ay ment in time to av o id tro u ble. 
This, it is alleged, is o ne o f which 
p ay ment was made befo re the de­ 
fendant ev er knew o f its ex istence. 
The p laintiff sets fo rth 
that 
the 
no te, made o u t in ev ery resp ect ex ­ 
cep t fo r the signatu re o f Clement B. 
Geo rge, was p laced in an 
env elo p e, 
sealed, stamp ed 
and 
addressed to 
Clement B. Geo rge, Centerv ille, then 
p u t in a mail bo x . Later, and as the 
p laintiffs allege, by du e co u rse 
o f 
mail, it retu rned with the name o f 
Clement B. Geo rge attached. 
Up o n 
this the case esp ecially rested. 
The wife o f Alv a Hamilto n who 
wo u ld hav e been an imp o rant wit­ 
ness in this actio n, is no w dead. 
In 
his ex aminatio ns and cro ss ex amina­ 
tio ns atto rney Jesso p disp lay ed that 
remarkable fire and v ersatility which 
characterized his handling 
o f 
the 
Hamilto n case. 
Similarly , the o ther 
atto rney s were alert ev ery mo ment, 
and rep eated legal jo u sts this mo rn­ 
ing called fo rth the rep ro o f o f the 
co u rt time after time. 
The case be­ 
gan y esterday , and was bro u ght to 
a clo se late to day . 
It reached the 
ju ry at three o ’clo ck. 
After a brief deliberatio n the ju ry 


retu rned a v erdict which was a co m­ 
p lete v indicatio n o f the p o sitio n o f 


the p laintiff. 
He was granted ju dg­ 
ment to the fu ll ex tent o f the no te, 
$300, to gether with interest to date,

Grand Jury Says to Tear Down 


Sing Sing Prison. 


INSTANT AND DRASTIC ACTION 


Co nditio ns in Old New Yo rk State Pen­ 
itentiary Are Such, Say s the Grand 
J ury ’s Presentment, That the Priso n 
Sho uld Be Abando ned and a New 
One Built, and Details o f a Grue­ 
so me Nature Are Giv en. 


White Plains, N. Y., J une 20.—Fin­ 
ishing the first part o f its work o f the 
inv estigatio n o f Sing Sing prison and 
the co nditio ns there, the J une grand 
jury 
has 
returned 
a 
presentment 
to J ustice To mplins o f the supreme 
court here, in which it recommends 
that the present Sing Sing state prison 
be abandoned and a new prison erect­ 
ed. There is no mention made in the 
presentment of the charges by George 
W. Blake, a special prison inv estiga­ 
tor appointed by Gov ernor Sulzer, 
which reflect on Warden J . S. Ken­ 
nedy , and it is understood that this 
matter will be taken up later. 
The presentment deals only with the 
co nditions of the prison and say s that 
the phy sical condition of the prison is 
such that, in the opinion of the grand 
jury , it demands immediate and dras­ 
tic action to the end that remedial leg­ 
islatio n be adopted at o nce co rrecting 
the abuses. 
“ The cell block.” the presentment 
proceeds, “ is infested with v ermin, 
which on account o f the phy sical « con­ 
structio n of the block, it is impo ssible 
to eradicate. 
It has been repeatedly 
prov en that v ermin are disease car­ 
riers. 
“At present vermin swarm in ev ery 
corner of the cells, on the bedding and 
in the bedclothes. 
The housing capa­ 
city of the prison is 1,200. 
We find 
that during the last two y ears as many 
as 2,000 prisoners have been lodged in 
the prison at one time, and that the 
number of inmates has alway s ranged 
from 1,500 to 2,000. 
We learn that 
frequently men are coupled who are 
repugnant and 
dangerous 
to 
each 
other, and this situation has not been 
changed even upon their request. We 
find that convicts in pronounced stages 
of tuberculosis are housed with men 
of perfect health.” 
In speaking of the “dark cell” or 
the cooler, which is dreaded by the 
prisoner and in w« hich he is placed if 
the infraction of the rules is serious, 
the jurors say : 
“We find that within 
a short time before this investigation 
j began men have been driven insane 
j by incarceration in the cooler; that 
j men have gone to the cooler and dur- 
j ing a short time have lost from twen- 
| ty -five to thirty -five pounds, and that in 
consequence of the agony and suffer- 
! ing while Incarcerated have attempted 
! suicide.”

STOPPED IN GHIOAGO 


Trial on Charge of Sho o ting Had Re­ 
sulted In Acquittal.

Lee Cage, a union ironworker o f 
Wheeling, W. Va., made the co nfes­ 
sion. It caused a speedy settlement o f 
the case o f Dav id J . Reardon, admin­ 
istrator, against the county commis­ 
sio ners o f J efferson county . 
Reardon brought suit for $5 ,000 dam­ 
ages for the death o f his brother, J ohn 
J . Reardon, a Pittsburgh detectiv e, 
wrho was sho t and killed in Steuben­ 
v ille, O., in May , 1910. 
Atto rney s for 
J efferson county offered to pay $1,5 00 
in cash and all the co sts o f the case, 
wrhich was accepted by the atto rney s 
for Reardon, and the case was closed. 
J ohn J . Reardon was employ ed by 
the La Belle Iron works o f Steuben­ 
v ille to guard its property during the 
strike. Two weeks later while in Steu­ 
benv ille he was sho t down. 
A dozen 
bullets were found in his body . 
Cage, a member o f the Iron Work­ 
ers’ union, was arrested. 
He entered 
a plea o f not guilty , and the trial re­ 
sulted in his prompt acquittal. 
When 
the damage case was called Cage o f­ 
fered to testify . 
He made a full co nfessio n o f the 
crime. 
Cage said that the first shots 
were fired by the detectiv e and that he 
answered with a v olley . 
Cage admitted that he recognized 
that a co nfessio n from him at this 
time could not be used against him, ns 
he had been tried and acquitted o f the 
murder. 
“ The story o f Cage was the most 
brutal and brazen that I hav e ev er 
heard,” said J udge Sater later. 
“ If 
there ev er was a miscarriage o f J ustice 
it was in the case o f Cage.” 


Labor Trouble Suspends Work 


On Big Contracts. 


Chicago, J une 20.—Inv o lv ing approx ­ 
imately 20,000 workmen on building 
operatio ns throughout Chicago, the 
Building Emplo y ers’ asso ciatio n has 
instituted a lockout. 
The drastic actio n followed an ulti­ 
matum serv ed the day before to the 
Chicago Building Trades council, de­ 
claring that if the striking emplo y es 
on the new Continental and Commer­ 
cial bank building did not return to 
work building o peratio ns of all mem­ 
bers so f the asso ciatio n would be shut 
down. 
While the initial action o f the em­ 
plo y ers’ asso ciatio n affected at once 
between 20,000 and 25 ,000, at least 10.- 
000 more will be thrown out of work 
within a few day s, it is said, due to the 
shutting down o f the building opera­ 
tions.

Notes and C aring For Baaic Bonds. 


W ashing to n, J une 2 0.— 
A s made pub­ 
lic o fficially , the administratio n cur­ 
rency rev isio n bill is the measure o ut­ 
lined in these dispatches sav e fo r the 
two sectio ns which it was po inted o ut 
were to be rev ised by the framers o f 
the bill. The two sectio ns chang ed re­ 
late to the co mpo sitio n o f the federal 
reserv e bo ard and the retirem ent o f 
the present natio nal bankno tes and 
the caring fo r the o utstanding 2 per 
cent United States bo nds which are 
the basis o f the present natio nal bank 
circulatio n. 
The president and his adv isers In 
co ng ress hav e decided at the last min­ 
ute no t to inco rpo rate in the measure 
a pro v isio n fo r the retirement o f the 
present natio nal bank circulatio n, but 
to leav e that, to g ether with the ques­ 
tio n o f caring fo r the 2 per cent bo nds, 
to be considered later as a separate 
leg islativ e pro blem. 
The central reserv e board is author­ 
ized to issue $500,000,000 of treasury 
notes to the central reserv e banks on 
first-class com m ercial paper and other 
security, and ev ery national bank is 
allowed to continue its note issue ex­ 
actly as at present. 
This perm its the 
addition to the circulation of the coun­ 
try of the exact am ount prov ided un­ 
der the present Aldrich-Vreeland em er­ 
gency currency law, but w ithout the 
oppressiv e taxation features of that 
law and under the m ore fav orable sys­ 
tem of elasticity prov ided by the pro­ 
posed new regional reserv e plan. 
The bill as prev iously agreed upon 
prov ided for the authorization of thi3 
$500,000,000, but also prov ided for the 
retirem ent of the present national 
bank circulation as fast as it was re­ 
placed by the new treasury notes to be 
issued by the central 
reserv e board. 
All the present national bank circula­ 
tion was to hav e been retired and re­ 
deemed by the end of tw enty years. In 
keeping w ith this plan the gov ernm ent 
was to redeem the 2 per cent bonds 
now used as a basis for national bank 
circulation and conv ert them into 3 per 
cent bonds w ithout the circulation 
priv ilege. 
This, howev er, was to he 
gradual and the conv ersion was to pro­ 
ceed at a rate not to exceed one-twen­ 
tieth of the holdings of the banks each 
year until the end of tw enty years, 
when all the rem aining 2 per cents 
w ere to be conv erted into 3 s. 
The president and his adv isers in 
congress hav e dropped for the present 
this prov ision of the bill, leav ing the 
problem for settlem ent in the future. 
It is known, howev er, that an effort 
will he m ade by leaders in the house 
to rein sert this retirem ent clause both 
as regards the national bank currency 
and the 2 per cent bonds into the cur­ 
rency bill when it is introduced in the 
house. 
This is a subject that has 
aroused a good deal of controv ersy, 
and the president and his followers ap­ 
parently desire to leav e the m atter en­ 
tirely to the decision of congress.

aged if They Can Not See Any 


Immediate Results. 


At a meeting of farm ers, bankers 
and members of tiie board of cou nty 
edu cation, T. A. Coleman Thu rsday 
afternoon 
recommended 
the 
ap­ 
pointment of Alex ander D. Cobb of 
Au rora, Ind., for the 
position of 
agricu ltu ral agent in Way ne cou nty , 
say s the Richmond Palladiu m. 
Mr. 
Coleman is to hav e charge of all 
agricu ltu ral agents in the v ariou s 
cou nties in the state and his recom­ 
mendation of Mr. Cobb will probably 
be acted u pon fav orably , according 
to members of t lie board of edu ca­ 
tion, which body m akes the appoint­ 
ment. 
Mr. Coleman gav e a short address 
before recommending Mr. Cobb, re­ 
v iewing the work of Prof. Christie 
when he first attempted to scientifi­ 
cally dev elop the farm of Indiana. 
Mr. Coleman said he was glad that 
only sev enteen applications for the 
agricu ltu ral agents had been made as 
the state officials cou ld dev ote more 
attention to the work of sev enteen 
agents than to thirty . 
The farm ers 
were u rged not to be discou raged if 
they cou ld not see immediate resu lts 
as the agent, if accepted, wou ld hav e 
to adapt himself to local conditions 
and the first y ear here might not 
show any great resu lts. 
The longer 
lie i> maintained the more efficient 
his serv ices will be, and at the end of 
ten y ears he will be worth ten times 
more to Way ne cou nty than the first 
y ear, according to Mr. Coleman. 
Mr. Cobb is an ex perienced farm er 
and gradu ate of the Agricu ltu ral de­ 
partm ent of Pu rdu e Univ ersity . 
He 
completed his cou rse in 19 11 and 
since that time has been engaged in 
ex perimental work in v ariou s 
parts 
of the state. 
His main 
work has 
been at Au rora. 
His specialties are 
animal hu sbandry , or stock raising; 
soil analy sis and crops in general. 
His qu alifications seemed to be sa t­ 
isfactory to the farm ers who attend­ 
ed the meeting which was held in the 
office of Cou nty Su perintendent Wil- 
laims in the cou rt hou se. 
Prof. G. I. Christie of the Agri­ 
cu ltu ral Department of Pu rdu e Uni­ 
v ersity was 
u nable to 
attend the 


meeting. 
He indorsed Mr. Cobb for 


the position here.
